Supports Will Help 

Winds, rains and sometimes just the 
weight of their own blooms or flowers 
will play hob with big plants. Unless 
supported often they will topple over 
when just at their best. 

For bushy flowers like peonies, wire 
bent in the form of a hoop and sup- 
ported about a foot or so from the 
ground, is excellent. For slender, 
taller plants such as tomatoes, dab- 
lias, delphiniums, three to six foot 
stakes are recommended. These can 
be stained green or brown and won't 
be noticeable. In tying plants to these 
very soft twine or special raffia or 
ties are used. The main thing is to 
support firmly without binding the 
soft plant too tightly, and to do this 
early so that growth will not be 
cramped and look unnatural. Once 
they start growing quickly, staked 
tomatoes will require pruning (nip- 
ping off all side shoots) and tying 
once a week. 


Green Manure Is Useful 

As soon as one part of the veget- 
able patch is used up (peas, spinach, 
radish, etc. will soon be out of the 
and the ground clear), exper- 
jienced gardeners make a practice af 
sowing some green crop like rye, 
buckwheat, ete. This coverg the 
ground, checks weed growth and 
when dug or plowed late in the fall, 
makes an excellent fertilizer. In ad- 
dition to enriching the geil, such 
srowth also adds essential humus.

Summer Lawn Care 

Once the hot weather starts tt. will 
not be necessary and it is not advis 
able to cut grass quite s0 often or so 
short. The lawn may need’ more wat- 
ering, however. Pxperts caution 
against sprinkling. One good soaking 
every week-or ten days during a dry 
spell *is worth a dozen of the other 
kind. Most weeds in the lawn are 
easily disposed of with a- spraying 01 
two with 2,4-D. 

Of course there is little to be 
gained in killing out a bad patch of 
weeds with the new sprays unless 
the bare place following is reseeded 
with good lawn grass. It also helps 
matters to water and fertilize the, 
lawn about a week after applying the 
2,4-D to encourage new, quick growth 
of grass to fill in where the weeds 
have been destroyed.
